ot- otherwise, of the gas jets in his 
room. 
His remains were 
found 
Sunday 
morning when'he did not arise at his 
usual time, and his friends in the city 
Immediately notified and his son and 
daughter communicated with.. News 
of his demise came as a shock-to his 
acquaintances in the city, where he 
has so long made his home and m 
whose esteem, he held a high place. 
His sad malady, from which he ap- 
parently seemed unable to obtain re- 
lief, made his death all the sadder. 
As both county and city official, in 
whatever capacity he was chosen, he 
served- as a .faithful servant of the 
public, 'and among his Masonic and 
Elk brethren he was held' in high re- 
gard, 
John J. Comstock was born in New 
York state-in 1S48, .but moved to-Wis- 
consln in 1860.

Many 
old residents of Janesville 
will re- 
member that it waa during this per- 
iod that the famous Sandy White 
murder case occurred, when a mob 
was only prevented from lynching the 
murderer by the utmost caution and 
ourage on the part of the officials. 
Following his 
term of sheriff he 
served again as ward constable, and 
later 
as 
alderman. From Dec. 27, 


1904, 
until September, 1905, he was 
the chief of police of this city. 
He 
retired from, public life a number of 
years ago, after many years of ser- 
vice for the city. 
For some time Mr. Comstock has 
been suffering from oancer, and last 
January was operated upon.

"curtain of fire" at the 
hands of unknown assassins Thursday 
nighi about 9:30 o'clock. 
The services were held at i:du 
o'clock. The Rev. Father Bacoaria, 
chaplain at Pat-mer Memorial Mercy 
hospital, was in charge. Practically 
every Italian in the city whose labors 
did not keep him away, was In at- 
tendance.

SCIENCE VERSUS COMMON SENSE ABOUT "COLDS." 


Authorities are now pretty gener-

But "exposure" is still insisted upon 
as a more

disposing factor in the causation of

Effect of Exposure.

war. It is war without honor and 
murder without reparation.

eyes of other nations. 


Wilson's course vitalized civil war 


in Mexico and border war with us. 
The vacillating and irresolute policy 
of the present administration has 
brought humiliation upon this 
country, both at home and abroad.

of watchful waiting. 


Have we sunk so low that we can 


approve such a policy? Have we 
become so morally flabby that we 
will tolerate its continuance?

The 
mileage of those wires you will find 
run up into the millions. The Associ- 
ated Press leased wire system itself 
is almost doubled on election night, 
and the telegraph companies in their 
own way are cooperating directly or 
indirectly in the great effort to bring 
the flgures to a head. 
Consider also the human factors- 
thousands of operators at the key and 
telephone transmitters, newspaper re- 
porters and editors at work on local 
situations, while the army of trained 
Associated Press men are assembling 
all their matter, and you arrive at 
something like a eeneral glimpse of 
the efforts that will be made on elec- 
tion night to supply the missing name 
in the first sentence of this article. 
Surpassing though it wall public in- 
terest in the great war. or in the mul- 
titudinous events that the world daily 


contributes to the excitement of the 
breakfast table, the'news of a presi- 
dential election will by no means at- 
tract all of .the argus-eyes of an 01- 
Saniaztion whose field is the world.

HARD HIT BY WAR 


High Prices of Food and Personal 


Necessities In Europe Work 


Serious Hardships. 
[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS] 


Washington, Oct. 30. — Urgent need 
of financial assistance for American 
consular officials and clerical assist- 
ants in Europe, obliged Because of 
the greatly increased cost of living 
since the war to pay three times or 
more the normal peace time prices 
for foodstuffs and personal necessi- 
ties is shown in reports received al- 
most daily by the state department. 
Almost without exception tiese show- 
that what was regarded before the 
war as an attractive 
compensation 
for 
consular 
employes, 
today 
is 
scarcely sufficient to provide food and 
bare necessities. The $150,000 al.lowT 
ance given by congress as a war fund 
to be distributed to consular officers 
to meet increased demands has been 
allotted and the department is now 
-without mans of extending 
further 
relief 
No provision was made for re- 
lief of clerks and 
other 
employes, 
and no assistance is possible until 
congress provides additional funds. 
A vear ago the department directed 
consul offl-cials to report on cost of 
living at their posts to determine de- 
velopments 
of the 
increase. Esti- 
mates show that the $160.000 would 
he sufficient to meet only from 60 to 
60 per cent of the actual increased 
costs at all affected posts. Department 
regords show there 
are 
about 150 
employes in the European consular 
service whose salaries are $1,000 a 
year and less.
